The Committee wish to express their appreciation to the 130 residents who attended 
the Public Meeting on 8th February. We feel sure that those residents who are 
concerned about the future development of the Village now have a much clearer picture 
of the original...and current plans for the central area. 

As a result of the meeting we have written to both the County Planners, thanking 
them for attending and giving residents the opportunity to ask questions on this 
controversial issue. We have also made it clear that we consider the Developers' 
statement, that they would give "favourable consideration" to the possibility of 
providing the shell of the Village Hall, should be made a'declaration of intent" 
as soon as possible. 

The Developers for their part have replied that they will have further 
discussion with the organisations concerned when the results of their application 
are known. 

Finally, our thanks go to Mr. Dale for putting the Parish Council's case, and 

to Wilf Bishop of the Residents Association for the excellent way in which he
